SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Doctor’s Orders consists of explicit depictions of sexual activity. 
Several close focus depictions of the participants' genitals engaging in sexual activity, 
including male masturbation and ejaculation onto a woman's breasts, degrade and 
dehumanise the participants. However, these depictions do not create the dominant 
effect of the publication and are counterbalanced by non-degrading and non¬ 
dehumanising depictions of sexual activity. 

The publication raises the issue of doctor/patient relationships and matters of 
professional ethics. The doctor/patient theme is touched on at the beginning of the 
magazine and is not developed past the initial few pages. Thus any ethical issues 
raised are given limited weighting. 

Given the explicit images of sexual activity throughout the publication the Classification 
Office considers that its availability is likely to be injurious to the public good unless 
restricted to an adult audience. Accordingly, Doctor's Orders is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years.
